Four Bandits Get 
Estimated $27,000

held up two bank messengers and 
their police guard today as the 
three men emerged from the post- 
office here and escaped In an 
automobile with $27,000 In payroll 
funds. 
Three of the bandits attacked 
Sergeant John Toothill, 65, wrap- 
ping his clothing about him to 
prevent use of his pistol, then 
slugged him on the head with 
a blackjack. 
The other -gunman seized the 


two pouches from the messengers, 
employes of the

Bank, and ran to the car. His 
companions 
followed.

—Four bandits held up two bank 
messengers and a policeman to- 
day and escaped with an estimat- 
ed $35,000 after firing at the of- 
ficer, then slugging him with -a 
pistol butt.

URGEIHN REPORT 


PRESIDENT "SUBMITS FIND- 
INGS OF COMMITTEE TO 


CONGRESS" THURSDAY 


WASHINGTON 
Feb. 
President Roosevelt submitted to 
congress for Its consideration to- 
day a national resources commit- 
tee report proposing policies, In- 
vestigations, 
and 
legislation to 
carry forward a broad national 
program for "prudent utilization 
and conservation of the nation's 
energy resources." 
In *a special message the Presi- 
dent said national policies con 
corning coal, oil, gas and water 
power "must recognize the avail- 
ability of all of them," instead of 
prescribing separate policies for 
each, 
"Some federal legislation affect- 
ing the energy resources will ex- 
pire at the end of this fiscal year, 
other legislation at the end of 
a few more years," Mr. Roosevelt 
said. "This report sets forth a 
useful 
frame 
of reference 
for 
legislative 
programs 
affecting 
these resources and illustrates an- 
other approach to the systematic 
husbandry 
of 
our natural 
re- 
sources. Specific recomemndatlons 
are advanced for solution of the 
most pressing problem." 
"There must be adequate and 
continuing planning and provision 
for studies which will reflect the 
best 
technical experience avail- 


able, as well as full consideration 
for both regional and group in- 
terests," he said. 
Have Most Energy. 
Mr. Roosevelt said the United 
States uses more energy per cap- 
ita than any other nation and 
"our scientists tell us there will 
be a progressively ^increasing de- 
mand for energy for all purposes." 
'Our energy resources are not 


inexhaustible," -he asserted, "yet 
we are permitting waste in their 
use and production. In some in- 
stances, to achieve apparent eco- 
nomics today futmV generations 
will be forced to carry the burden 
of unnecessarily high costs and 
to substitute inferior 
fuels 
for 
particular purposes.

Premiums to Be 
Up Five Per Cent 


A five per cent Increase In the 


fire Insurance premiums of Cor- 
sicana residents will be effective 
after March 1 according to the 
announcement of Fire Insurance 
Commissioner Marvin Hall in Aus- 
tin Wednesday afternoon that this 
city would have only a five per 
cent credit this year. 
For the past year or more Cor- 
slcana had received a ten per 
cent good fire record credit based 
on the ratio of Insured 
losses 
to' the amount of premiums paid 
on policies. 


Local officials 
and 
observers 
for the most part were at a loss 
to understand the Increased rates 
because total Insured losses re- 
ported in 1938 were approximately 
$28,000 and wore lower than the 
$35,000 for the first year of the 
/ive-year comparative period on 
which the credits were based 'last 
year. 


Some indicated 
however that 
even with the five per cent less 
credit premiums would not bo 
materially Increased because of 
the lowering of rates In the past 
two 
years 
of 
approximately 
twenty-five per cent; One Insur- 
ance official suggested the small- 
er premiums under the lowered 
rate might have been responsible 
for the trimming of the good 
fire record credit.

Both house and senate commit- 


tees on agriculture last 
night 
unanimously recommended pass- 
dges of the bill setting up a sys- 
tem to bo administered by farm- 
ers elected by farmers. 


Tho proposal would permit cre- 


ation of districts not exceeding 
3,000 square miles In area on a 
vote of two-thirds of the farmer- 
landowners. The state would be 
divided into five sections, each to 
elect one member to the govern- 
ing board. 


An advisory board would be 
composed of the presidents 
of 
Texas A. and M. College, Texas 
Technological College, the 
state 


director 
of vocational 
agricul- 


ture, the commissioner of agri- 
culture and tho state co-ordlna- 
tor of the U. S. Soil conservation 
service. 
Each district would elect 
its 


own advisory committee 
which 


would select a supervisor to act 
as an agent in the formulation of 
a land use program. 
The pro- 
gram would need the vote 
of 


nine-tenths of tho members of a 
district to become effective. Dis- 
senters would be permitted to ap- 
peal to a., board of adjustment or 
the courts, 
• 


The bill calls for an appropria- 


tion of $125,000 by the state and 
sponsors claim the federal gov- 
ernment's contributions in finan- 
cial and technical aid would far 
exceed that figure. 


Advocates of the proposal said 
ths federal government has fur- 
nished most of the 
machinery 


and many of the technicians nec- 
essary to carry out programs of 
contour-forrowing, strip cropping 
and other measures deemed ad- 
visable in saving the soil in other 
states. 
The house committee also voted 
out three bills designed to tighten 
laws governing proper Inspection, 
repair and use of weights and 
measures and a proposal intended 
to strengthen tho butter fat test 
law.

NEW CCC PLANS 


There is said to be grow- 


ing sentiment in Congress 
for. making the CCC a per- 
manent institution .and add- 
ing military training to its 
present program. Congress- 
ional approval of the sug- 
gestion no doubt reflects 
public approval. The Civil- 
ian Conservation Corps has 
proved to be such a useful 
and constructive organiza- 
tion that most Americans 
want to see its works go on. 


Set up in the first place 


to give thousands of unem- 
ployed young fellows some- 
thing to do that would not 
only improve their morale 
and health but would be 
useful in itself, the CCC has 
done even more. The fifth 
annual report of Director 
Fechner, 
presented 
last 


May, 
told 
the 
amazing 


amount of work done for 
the national forest service 
in planting trees, building 
fire lookouts and observa- 
tion towers, cutting needed 
truck trails, and so on. The 
CCC boys helped also in soil 
conservation work, in insect 
pest and rodent elimination, 
and a number of other jobs. 


At the same time, they 


have filled up large gaps in 
their own education, study- 
Ing common school subjects, 
receiving vocational train- 
Ing, increasing their under- 
standing of citizenship with 
its obligations and privil- 
eges. There has been no 
military training. Up to now 
the public wholly opposed 
all thought of it. 


The present proposal is 


not to make the.CCC camps 
into military institutions,'but 
to give these boys some of 
the . discipline 
and 
drill 


which will train them to 
take care of themselves in 
emergencies, to do a good 
job when sudden organiza- 
tion is required, and so on. 
So long as the -civilian at- 
tributes are not penalized, 
such training may be con- 
sidered wise._

SELLING WAR PLANES 


Most Americans will not 


get excited about our air 
plane factories selling mod- 
ern warplanes to France, 
even if there is some oppo- 
sition to the procedure in 
Congress. 
It is not clear 


that, as one senator says, 
this is "equivalent to a mili- 
tary alliance." We have sold 
warplanes to Japan for use 
in her war against China, 
and we were certainly not 
allying ourselves with Ja- 
pan. 
That procedure has 


fortunately been discontin- 
ued, 
because Japan was 


using those planes indirect- 
ly against our own inter- 
ests. But to shut off such 
supplies from a friendly and 
co-operative 
nation 
like 


France or Britain, in the 
present 
situation, 
would 


hardly make sense. 


We ourselves, like the 


European democracies, are 
threatened by the dictator- 
ship nations, though 
less 


directly at present. And we 
may as well realize that 
France is our own first line 
of defense, with Britain a 
close second. If Nazi Ger- 
many and Fascist Italy ran 
amuck, and crushed France, 
Britain would be an cat>ier 
prey. Then if they crush- 
ed Britain, where would we 
be? 
. France is the keystone of 
the arch of democratic de- 
fense, and we can well 
afford to help strengthen 
it in so.natural and legitim- 
ate a way as this. 


Incidentally we seem to 


be in the way of getting 
modern warplanes ^or our 
own home def nse' as fast as 
we need them.

Japan Plans To

14.—(ff)—Foreign 
Minister Hachlro Arlta today told 
Sir Robert Leslie Cralgle, British 
ambassador, Japan probably would 
hold Hainan Island until the end 
of the Chinese war and possibly 
Indefinitely on grounds of military 
necessity.

typhoid fever," declares Dr. Geo. 
W. Cox, state health officer. 
In 1000 typhoid fever mortality 


in the United States totaled 35,- 
000. 
In terms of 
Illness, 
this 
meant that approximately 350,000 
persons, or one out of ten, con- 
tracted 
typhoid fever 
In that 
year. 


"Since then typhoid fever death 
rates In the urban centers have 
steadily declined. Texas cities and 
communities are 
reporting less 
and less typhoid due to mass con- 
trol In purifying water and milk 
supplies, providing adequate sew- 
age disposal, and widespread ty- 
phoid vaccination. 


The rural areas of Texas are 
still beset with the typhoid prob- 
lem, 
however, as shown by the 


fact that the greatest per cent of 
the 379 Texans who died of ty- 
phoid in 1937 were from the rural 
districts. 


Contaminated drinking water Is 
a potent source of typhoid In ru- 
ral areas. Protecting the water 
supply against polluted 
under- 
ground 
seepages 
and 
surface 


drainage Is fundamental. 
If the supply Is a well, the top 
should be made of concrete and 
the casing watertight from 
the 
top down to the compact soil. A 
solid base pump should be In- 
stalled In such a manner that 
will prevent 
any 
contamination 
entering from the top. Where a 
cistern Is used, the same 
care 


should be exercised to 
prevent 
any outside dirt pollution from 
reaching the supply. 
A second and Important source 


of typhoid fever is the fly. Hav- 
ing access to filth It spreads the 
germs of typhoid fever in milk 
and food. 
In this connection, It Is essen- 
tial that the rural dweller main- 
tain a sanitary privy. This may 
be In the form of a septic tank 
or a pit privy. The point 
Is, 
however, that It should be fly- 
tight. If it is not, the present .Is 
an Ideal time to take the nec- 
essary precautions and thereby 
anticipate the typhoid fever sea- 
son. Moreover, the privy should 
be located In such a way that 
it will not endanger the source 
of drinking water; preferably, it 
should be at l,east 100 feet away. 
Vaccination 
against 
typhoid 


fever by your family doctor is 
economical, safe and sure. Ev- 
eryone should give attention to 
this important preventive meas- 
ure before the advent of the ty- 
phoid season, for certain protec- 
tion In rural areas, and on vaca- 
tion.

The Independent oil man and 
prominent civic leader of 
West 
Texas, Informed himself only yes- 
terday of the governor's 
Inten- 
tions, was appointed in a sudden 
move 
that 
ended 
speculation 
cloudylng the capltol for 
two 
weeks after the senate's refusal 
to confirm Carr P. Collins. 
Observers felt It was a certain- 
ty the governor would appoint an 
East Texan, since It was report- 
edly on grounds that Collins was 
not an East Texan, because of 
his Dallas residence, that he was 
refused confirmation by the sen- 
ate. 


The custom has long been to 
have 
representation from East, 
West, South and North Texas on 
the commission, the vacancy now 
existent having been created by 
expiration of John Wood's term.

SENATE COMMITTEE 
CONTINUES HEARING 


TRUCKLpAD LIMIT 


EFFORTS TO~ABOLISH PRES- 


ENT LAW FINDS SOME 


WORTHY OPPONENTS 


AUSTIN, Feb. 15.—W—Mass of 
contradictory 
testimony 
already 
heard, the senate committee on 
highways and motor traffic braced 
Itself today to continue hearings on 
bills which would abolish the 7,000- 
pound truck load limit law and sub- 
stitute statutes permitting 20,000- 
pound loads. 


The legislative group last night 
listened to opponents of the pro- 
posal for three hours, then, with- 
out discussion or action on the 
bills, recessed until this afternoon. 
They decided to allow propon- 
ents, who consumed a night hear- 
ing a week ago, brief period for re- 
buttals. 
. Opponent! charged an Increase 
In the load limit would wreck the 
state's 
transportation 
s y s t e m , 


stifle small town businesses, seri- 
ously injure the welfare of the port 
city of Galveston, crowd roads with 
huge trucks menacing the safety 
of the travelling public Including 
school buses, put railroads out of 
business, crush highway roadbeds, 
break down bridges and kill off In* 
land cotton compresses. 
The hearing wns marked by two 
outbreaks of cheers mingled with 
boos. 
The first occurred when J. J. 
Youngblood, school teacher from 
Hart, suggested the trucks build 
their'own roads and "let us travel 
safely, on the ones our taxes made 
possible." 
"If the trucks want to haul big- 
ger loads," he asserted, "let them 
build their own traffic lanes so we 
and our children can travel on ours. 
Safety Teaching Bo Nullified 
"We are teaching safety to the 
children In our public schools with 
text books that cost the state 
$250,000. It would seem highly In- 
consistent if this legislature would 
turn loose the heavy, ruthless, reck- 
less traffic which crushed our high- 
ways before the 7,000-pound law 
was enacted." 


Youngblood claimed that before 
1931, big trucks "demanded 'more 
than half the road and menaced 
thousands of lives." He expressed 
belief lifting the limit would cause 
railroads to remove their tracks re- 
sulting in loss of thousands of dol- 
lars taxes. 


The second demonstration came 


after a man from the heart of the 
area which apparently most wante 
to increase the load limit appeared 
against the proposal. 
H. E. Wittenberg, McAllen fruit 


dealer, admitted it was "unpopular" 
to oppose the proposed legislation 
in the Rio Grande valley citrus 
growing area, told the committee: 
Chiseling Truck Drivers 


"A bunch of chiseling truck driv- 
ers, buying and peddling sacks of 
fruit for whatever they can, have 
ruined our markets. We have lost 
the Texas markets and those In six 
other states but we can still sell 
carload lots to some. 


"If you increase the limit, how- 
ever, we might los? them. I be- 
lieve two-thirds of the people In the 
valley don't know whether they 
want the load limit Increased or 
not. 
I'm pretty sure two-thirds of 
the shippers would like to see the 
trucks eliminated altogether so they 
could build up the market." 
A. L. Reed of Dallas, represent- 


ing compressors, urged the commit- 
tee to act with caution, saying abol- 
ishment of the limit on trucks might 
destroy the balance existing among 
transportation industries. 
"These bills would put the big cot- 


ton trucks back on the highways 
and wholesalers would replace three 
small trucks with one big one," he 
said. He quoted figures indicating 
truck lines had increased their high- 
way mileage in Texas the past few 
years Intended to show they were 
not suffering from the law. 
Railroads In Bad Way. 
Reed said about 30 per cent of 
railroad mileage in the country was 
involved in bankruptcy proceedings 


Reed and other speakers oritlclz- 
ed"gypsy" truckers who, they claim 
were interested solely in transpor- 
tation profits. 


Tragic consequences of lifting 
the road limit in Galveston 
were 
predicted by B. A. Gritta, presi- 
dent of the labor council in that 
city. 


"Practically everybody in Galves- 
ton lives directly or Indirectly off 
the transportation industry," Grita 
said. 
"Abolishing the load limit 


would take away part of the living 
of-every person in that city. The 
big trucks would stop in Houston 
and the result would be that more 
of us would bo on WPA and the re- 
lief rolls and living off taxpayers 
money. Our city has a natural port 
and other artificial 
ports 
have 
drained heavily on us already." 


'Hacris Kempner, president of the 
Galveaton Cotton Exchange, 
said 
the move would greatly impair or 
destroy the city's port facilities, 
abolish tax-paying railroads and 
place an additional menace on the 
highways. 


Joe Steadham of Austin, legisla- 
tive representative of the railroad 
brotherhoods, and former attorney 
General Claude Pollard of Austin, 
railroad attorney, spoke for the rail 
carriers.

Attorney General 
Rules Borrowing 


Constitutional 


AUSTIN, Feb. 15.—W)—Attorney 
General Gerald C. Mann ruled today 
a bill authorizing the old age pen- 
sion administration to bor'row $900,- 
000 was constitutional. 
The oplnon had been requested 


by Governor W. Lee O'Danel after 
tho bill had passed both houses of 
the legislature. 


The money Is needed to relieve 
a financial tight in old age assist- 
ance and continue payments to Tex- 
as' old folks. 


The attorney general held the pro. 
posed issues of interest-bearing war- 
rants "constitutes a valid exercise 
of legislative authority under the 
constitution." 


He noted the constitution for- 
bade creating a debt on behalf of 
the state, except to supply casual 
deficiencies, and continued: 
"Our supreme court has repeated- 


ly held Issuance of warrants by the 
state, county or municipality in an- 
ticipation of current revenue does 
not create a debt so as to oome 
within the prohibition of this and 
related constitutional provisions." 
In 1036, he said, the legislature 
authorized 
issuance of $3,000,000 
worth of warrants in lieu of cash 
old age benefit paymenta.

BENEATH ALTAR OF 


ST. PETER'S TODAY 


LAST RITES~REACH CLIMAX 


AS BISHOPS AND CARDIN- 


ALS PAY HOMAGE 


VATICAN CmrT Feb. 14.—W)— 
Pope Pius XI was buried today be- 
neath the great central altar of 
St. Peter's cathedoral. 
His triple casket, wrapped In red 
wool, was lowered to a final rest- 
ing place In moving, semi-private 
ceremonies lasting an hour and a 
half. 


The last rites reached a climax 
as cardinals and bishops, many of 
them aged and most of them ap- 
pointees of Pone Plus, filed slowly 
past the casket. 


Over It each made the sign of 
the cross. 


Then the casket was .carried in 
a procession, preceded by a 'crucl- 
flx hearer and long lines of lighted 
candles. 


Before the altar of the confes- 


sion, under the Immense dome of 
St. Peter's, the cortege halted. 
Hero a framework with ropes and 


pulleys .had been erected -beside a 
sunken altar floor, which was level 
\yllh the cathedral grottoes. 
The casket was lowered to a fun- 
eral carriage. While the choir sang 
its last notes the casket was rolled 
into the grottoes, to rest near the 
tomb of Piux XI's two immediate 
predecessors, 
Benedict XV 
and 
Plus X. 


His tomb was under the great 
altar where only a pope celebrates 
mass. 


At this altar, during his seven- 
teen-year pontificate, Plus had of- 
ficiated at the church's most sol- 
emn and moving ceremonies. Hun- 
dreds of thousands, of the faithful 
had watched him there as he per- 
formed his duties as Holy Father 
of the Catholic, world. 


Today's entombment ritual, con- 
ducted behind closed doors, con- 
trasted strikingly with the pomp of 
the living pope's appearances In St. 
Peter's. The great crowds of those 
appearances — often 
numbering 


more than 50,000—were missing. 


There wore comparatively few 


invited mourners—cardinals bishops 
and other prelates of the Papal 
court diplomats and Papal aristo- 
crats.

Black Shirts, Silver 
Sttirts, Ukranian Brown Shirts, 
and the like, Metcalfe explained.

Metcalfe stated that during his

NEGRO SENTENCED. 
DEATH FOR RAPE IS 


. FREEDJY COURT 


CASE REVERSED AND DIS- 
MISSED BECAUSE NO NEGRO 


ON GRAND JURY 


AUSTIN, Feb. 15.—W— 


The Texas Court of Crim- 
inal Appeals today rever- 
sed the death penalty of J. 
D. Johnson, a negro con- 
victed of rape in Hill coun- 
ty, and ordered prosecution 
dismissed because, among 
other reasons, no negro 1 " ser- 
ved on a grand jury in that coun- 
ty 
for 
more than 30 years al- 
though a number were qualified. 


The state's highest tribunal In 
criminal matters also found other 
trial procedure errors In the case. 
Johnson was charged by Indict- 


ment with rape of a white woman 
on April 9, 1938. In their appeal, 
his attorneys also stated no ne- 
gro served on the jury which con- 
victed him. 
Johnson's attorneys claimed the 


defendant had not been afforded 
equal protection under the laws 
as guaranteed by the U- S. con- 
stitution and bill of rights. 
The attorneys asse: ted the de- 


fendant had brought himself with- 
in a rule announced by Chief Jus- 
tice Hughes of the U. S. Supreme 
Court in an Alabama case where 
evidence showed no negro had 
served on the grand jury "a long 
number of years." 
'"That testimony," the 
appeal 


quoted Hughes, "made a prima 
facie case of denial of the equal 
protection which the' constitution 
affords.
